Mr., Reid informed: Sénator’ Moses that 
the feelings of’ the farmers on this sub- 
ject were reflected in a resolution 
adopted by the federation on Dec. 10

-“‘From your familiarity with the —— 
lishment of the parcels· post,”” Mr. Reid 
wrete Senator Moses, “I feel. sure you 
will recall that it was originated with 
the view primarily to serve the farmers.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 30.—The 
aythorities of the Vilayet of Constanti- 
hople are said to be busily preparing 
to carry into effect a decision by the 
Government to confiscate the real prop- 
erty of all Greeks residents in Turkey, 
whether Hellenic or ‘Turkish subjects. 

The action is being taken as a re- 

prisal for the alleged ill treatment of 

fosiems in Western Thrace and the 
reported violation by the Greeks. of 
Articles 65 and 66 and Declaration 9 
rélating to Moslem properties in Greece 
ae the ty of Lauzanne. 

The. proposed action is unanimous usly 
applauded’ by the ‘Turkish press, whi 
declares it is the only course likely to 
bring the Greek Government to its 
senses and eet yn .Tegret it is not

Although the decision to confiscate 
seems definite, there is still some doubt 
in certain circles. whether it will actual- 
ly be put in> practice and whether it is 
not meant really to force the Greek 
Government to sign the agreement re- 
ntly: reached between the Greek and 
Turkish delegates.

Former Executive Had Been Ill Two 
Years — Stirred “Many 
Animosities.

M. Wood, President of the American 
Woolen Company, resigned his office 
late this afternoon at a~meeting of the 
Board of Directors held in the adminis- 
tration building ‘of the eomapny at 
Shawsheen - Village. 

Andrew. G: Pierce Jr. of New Bedford, 

First Vice President of the company, 
was chosen to succeed Mr. Wood. 
- Cornelius .A. -Wood, son of former 
President William M. Wood who has 
been Second Vice President,; was desig- 
nated to succeed Mr. Pierce as First 
Vice President. 

Announcement of the resignation of 
Mr. Wood and the promotion of the Vice 
Presidents was not made officially by 
the directors, but was obtained from a 
trustworthy source. 


Mr. Wood has been in bad health for 
two years. ard his resignationhas been 
rumored several times. It was said that 
he would continue as a director of the 
company. announcement ~° of the 
changes is expected at the company's 
offices tomorrow. | 


Spent Summer Under Dector’s Care. 


William M. Wood. spent.most of last 
Summer at his country home on Cutty- 
hunk Island under the care of two 
physicians. . He was said to be suffer- 
ing from a serious illness, the nature 
ef which was not disclosed. In’ the 


Fall he’was reported to be convalescent 
and nothi has been heard since to 
contradict that report, 

The American Woolen Company, a 
$60,000,000 corporation employing 40,000 
workers, which he headed and which he 
formed in 1899, owns and operates fifty- 
seven New "england woolen mills. 
Some time ago Mr. Wood declared 
when his retirement was..rumored that 
he intended to die in harness. 

Mr. Wood was born in 1858 in Edgar- 
town,’ Martha’s Vineyard. Upon the 
death of his father, an immigrant from 
the Azores, who changed the family 
name from Jacintho to Wood, he left 
high school to work in a New Bedford 
mill office. Later he became Superin- 
tendent of the Washington Mills ‘in 
Lawrenee and married the daughter of 
Frederick Ayer, the owner. During his 
Presidency of the American Woolen 
Company he built Shawsheen Village-as 
a model community ‘of workers’ homes. 

His career as head of the. great 
woolen concern: has been a _ stormy 
one. He was twice indicted, once with 
his company for profiteering in viola- 
tion of the Lever aqt, an indictment that 
was dismissed, and again as a conspir- 
ator to plant dynamite during the bitter 
Lawrence strike about twelve years ago. 
The second indictment came to trial and 
Mr. Wood was acquitted. 

A man of hh be action, Mt. Wood 
has engaged several controversies 
with the City of Lawrence or its mer- 
chants. He accused the stores of prof- 
iteering and started a cooperative store 
for the many thousands of employes of 
his own concern’s — mills in that 
city. Prices came dow 

In 1920 he. closed —* mills and re- 
fused to consult with the Mayor_ of 
Lawrence about reopening them. 
shutdown came just when. the Presi- 
dential campaign was getting into its 
swing and Mr. Wood was accused of 
having shut down for political pur- 
poses. He denied the ch —* 

Again wh the recent esidential 
campai was on Mr. Wood found him- 
self: involved. The American Woolen 
Company passed its quarterly dividend 
and the Democrats charged that the 
Republicans were falsifying about pros- 
perity and that thé tariff had been a 
failure. The annual report of the com- 
pany for 1923 had shown net profits of 
$9,326,623, the equivalent of $8.84 a 
share. 

In his most recent reported utterance, 
a letter published in the employes’ mag- 
azine ten days ago, Mr. Wood took, in- 
féerentially at least, a somewhat sur- 
prising view on the tariff, for he de- 
clared that domestic competition was 
more ‘serious than foreign and laid a 
depression in the woolen industry dur- 
ing the past year, the worst he. had 
known in thirty-six years, in part to 
competition by independent mills, which 
he said worked employes _ fifty-four 
hours or -more, instead of forty-eight. 
He predicted a prosperous new year in 
the industry. 

r. Wood went‘ on to say that condi- 
tions were the most yipe in the 
company’s history, and to ask for loyal 
service, urging that his employes be- 
lieve confidently that “‘every step the 
management takes is always for the 
best interest of all.’’ :

This notice does not in any 
way affect the,life insurance plans here-

“The colleges in Americas more than 
fulfilled their part.in making the par- 
ticipation of the. United States in the 
Olympic games of 1924 a success,"" aid

the coaches who attended the teams that

Of all the Central European States 
restored or. enlarged by the World 
War, the Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats 
and, Slovenes is- racially the. most 
homogeneous.

Urges Annual Heart Tests. 


Declaring heart —— to be the larg- 
est ‘single cause of death! and an afflic- 
tion that resulted in, great economic loss, 
‘Dr. Robert H. Halsey of' New York 
City, urged that. everf individual should 
subject himself to yearly examination 
by_a competent physician.

The rates among 
whites are falling, while rates -among 
the colored are increasing. Cost of life 
losses among insured is as high as 12.7 
per cent. of total losses in one company 
Economi¢ losses run into billions each 
year.

property in the, neighborhood of the 
present clubhouse on which to erect an 
entirely new and modern clubhouse. 

In advance of the meeting those in 
close ‘touch +.:th the situation hesitated 
to discuss the subject at any length. 
It was learned, nevertheless, that the 
most popular plan is that which would 
provide an entirely new club... This plan 
is regarded cs the mére¢ logical one and, 
if present expectations of some of the 
officials are fulfilled, it will be adopted. 


Old Bullding Must Go. 


Matt Halpin, chairman of the club’s 
committee on athletics and one of the 
most active officials of the organiza- 
tion, is authority for the statement that 
even if the members decide to improve 
the’ present quarters the structure must 
soon be demolished. 

» Another thing which would tend to 
justify the belief that new clubhouse 
will be built is the fact that the value 
of the apartment house site on the cor- 
ner of Fifty-eighth Street has —— 
to such an extent that the original 

ig impracticable. For years it has on 
reported that this’apartment house site 
was to be purchased to make additional 
clubhouse space for the Mercury Foot 
organization. There have been numerous 
meetings to discuss the project, but 
nothing ever came of them. 

The present clubhouse was built -in 
1898. It has been outgrown as the club’s 
membership increase As long ago as

Prosecutor Declares He Will Place

AS R. Latson, Special Master, 


Upholds Company in His 
Findings on the Rate. 


BUT CUTS DOWN CLAIMS 


Scales Corporation’s Estimate of 
Equipment From $93,000,000 
to $55,000,000. 


A tentative opinion by Almet R. Lat- 
son, the Special Master appointed in the 
doliat' gas litigation’ in Brooklyn, finds 
that the law providing for.dollar gas, 
so far as it applies to the Brooklyn 
Union Gas Company, has been proved to 
be confiscatory beyond a doubt. There- 
fore he recommends the issuance of an 
injunction restraining public officials 
from attempting to enforce it. Counsel 
representing the various interests will 
appear before the master on Jan. 12 
and file what objections they please. 

The report is similar to the report of 
Special Master James G. Graham, who 
recently ‘completed a tentative report 
in the case of the Consolidated Gas 
Company in Manhattan, only in that 
it declares the law unconstitutional 
because confiscatory. In other im- 
portant particilars the two reports 
vary. Mr. Graham allowed the Con- 
solidated company $9,000,000 for ‘‘go- 
ing value,’’ but Mr. Latson rejected 
entirely’ the claim of ‘the Brooklyn 
Union iCompany for: an allowance of 
$16,000,000, Cogcerning this claim Mr. 
Latson said: 

_ “The plaintiff started as a going con- 
cern, there (Was a going value at its 
birth.”’

Thied, Coming After Amer. 
lea and England. 


America’s high wage scale; raised dis- 
‘Proportionatély high in comparison with 
Many other countries -because of the 
premium on the dollar in’ foreign ex- 
change dealings, has been: analyzed in 
comparison with thé average daily wagé 
rates of leading foreign competitors by. 
the Federal Reserve Bank of New York. 
To ‘give the conclusion especial signifi- 
tance, the study is made in the light 
of disparities in foreign exchange val- 
uations of the dollar as against the 
currenciés of the nations covered in the 
investigation. 

By this process it is shown that the 
average daily wage paid in America is 
dowble that paid in England’ and about 
six times that paid in Italy...
